LONDON, September 21.— The Berlin corre - 
spondent of the Times telegraphs as follows: 
‘*The chief subject of discussion in the Ger- 
man papers is the ministerial crisis in Paris. 
Journals of all shades of opinion are fairly 
unanimous in expressing suspicion and dread 
of Gambetta. The North German 
Gazette has not yet had time to 
receive the order of the day 
from the Foreign Office, but the independent 
papers have fairly anticipated all the Govern- 
ment is likely to say or even to thiak on the 
subjec. The National Zeitung (Liberal) says: 
‘In no case will the crisis be interpreted as a 
peaceful symptom. The policy of revenge 
alluded toin Gambetta’s speech at Cher- 
bourg seems to be again in the foreground.’ 
The Tagblat (Liberal) says: ‘Germany 
knows too well that men like Waddington and 
De Freycinet with their independence of char - 
acter constituted in this quality of Ministers 
of Foreign Affairs a more staple pledge of 
good neighborhood with us and peaee in 
Europe than the new men, who really are 
only marionettes of Gambetta, the apostle 
of revenge against Germany.

SCHURZ AND IRISH. 


The Lady Whom Mr. Schurz Doesn’t 
Intend to Marry. 
from the Washington Republican. 


The gossips have again spread the report 
that Secretary Schurz and Miss Annie Irish 
will shortly be married. It was thought this 
rumor had been effectually knocked in the 
head by an explicit denial made by both par- 
ties abouta year ago. A representative af 
the Republican at that time called on Col. 
Irish with a view to ascertain what founda- 
lion existed for the report. Col. Irish said 
then, »'none whatever; all that the parties in 
question could do was simply to deny it; that 
be had been able to keep the item from his 
daughter’s knowledge ana presumed it 
would soon run its course and die out, and 
that persons who were acquainted with Sec- 
retary Schurz or with his daughter koew 
that there was no foundation for it. Her 
aims and purposes in life were all directed to 
one end, and she regarded her duties in the 
Interior Department as affording her the op- 
portunity of making a practical use of her 
knowledge of languages under the supervi- 
sion and criticism of u highly cultivated gen- 
tleman and linguist as Mr. Schurz is, and of 
acquiring a greater proficiency therein, as 
well asafamiliarty with public affaire, the 
methods of business and administration that 
would be invaluable to her in the career for 
which she was preparing.“ 

Miss Irish is a young lady of extraordinary 
talent and very remarkable culture, whose 
time for years has beenso fully occupied with 
the literary duties that are at once her pro- 
fession and her passion, that she has not had 
leisure to devote any spare moments to the 
outside considerations. Notwithstanding the 
denial given to this report when it first start - 
ed, it has continued to be published and re- 
published. Not desiring to call again on Col. 
Irish after interviewing him on the subject a 
year ago as above stated, but wishing to dis- 
pose finally of the matter, the Republican yes- 
terday interviewed a prominent geutleman of 
this city intimately acquainted with both par- 
ties and in a position to know fully the facts 
inthe case. Said he:

I looked up Stephen 
Girard first. I found that, according to 
Parton, although he could sometimes act 
the part of a benefactor to a community, it is 
said henever hada friend. Hedied without 
issue in 1831, leaving property valued at about 
$9,000,000, and directed that $ 2,000,000 
should be spplied to found a college for or- 
phan boys, which was commenced in 1833 and 
opened in 1848.“ So Girard did not seem to 
have been x happy man. Joho Jacob Astor 


not leas than $20,000,000. Fitz Green Halleck, 
the poet. was his private secretary, and it is 
thought that be induced Astor to give $490 .00u 
to found the Astor Library. The son, William 
B. Astor, subsequently gave a like sum to the 
library. Mr. James Lick, a Pennsyivanian 
who madea big fortune in California and 
died there, left about $2,000,000 in benefac- 
tions. Nearly a million was given to erect an 
observatory in California and purchase a tel- 
escope, and half a million for the encourage- 
ment of mechanic arts in San Francisco. He 
gave also $60,000 to erect a monument over 
the grave of Key, the author of the Star 
Spangled Banner.“ George Peabody gave a 
million and a half of dollars for lodging hous- 
es for the working classes in London; $1,000,- 
000 ror an institution of learning in Baltimore; 
$150,000 for a museum in Harvard 
College, and $2,000,000 for common schools 
in the Southern States. Nearly all of these 
amounts were given in wills and made availa- 
ble after death of the testator whem he could 
no longer use the money. But it takes a 
brave man to give away the bulk of his for- 
tune while alive and in the enjoyment of good 
bealth. Ezra B. Cornell founded the Cornell 
University with I don’t koow how much 
money, certainly a large amount, believing, 
no doubt, that he would alwavs be rich. Re- 
verses came, and he is nowa poor man. Sup- 
pose that be bad put it in his will, where 
would Cornell University be to-day?’ Jay 
Cooke made some heavy benefactions, and 
gave away hundreds of thousands of dollars. 
Reverses overtook him and he became poor. 
But the greatest American pbdilanthropist 
that ever lived, excepting George Peabody, 
is W. W. Corcoran, of this city, and it was 
about himthatI started to write. He is now 
eighty-two years old, and during his life he 
has given away $3,000,000 in public benefac- 
tions and 58 1,000, 000 in private charities, or 
about three - quarters of his entire fortune. 
I bave seen the figures and know. The Cor - 
coran Gallery of Art, including the build- 
ing and endowment, cost more than a million 
dollars, and is the pride of the city of Wash- 
ington. There is nothing equal to it in the 
country. The Louise Home, for decayed 
gentlewomen of the South, is a noble ben- 
efaction, and the building and grounds area 
great ornament to the city and the ad- 
miration of strangers. More than half a 
million isrepresented here. To Columbia 
University Mr. Corcoran has given money, 
houses and lands amounting to a quarter ofa 
million of dollars. A hundred thousand was 
given to the Ascension Church. To the Un- 
iversity of Virginia he has given hundreds of 
thousands of dollars, and to the 
city of Washington, in addition 
to bis many other gifts, he gave Oak Hill 
Cemetery, and improved it at a total expense 
ofa bundred and twenty thousand dollars. 
Mr. Corcoran’s entire family consists of three 
grandchildren, through his daughter Louise, 
and three nieces and uephews. I have now, 
at the close of thisrich man’s letter, got to 
the point I started to make originally, name- 
ly, that a rich man’slife is not a happy one. 
Mr. Corcoran’s is a cage in point. o is now 
very old and feeble, and is unable to attend 
to bis own business. One would think that 
he had done enough to earn immunity from 
personal solicitation. Yetthe poor man is 
worried nearly to death. His confidential 
business man does much to keep the great 
8 from personal worry and 
trouble.

A Church Scandal.

A Peculiar and Fatal Disease Among 
Sailors at San Francisco. 
From the San Francisco Call. 
Led by 


a desire to learn the particulars con- 
cerning that dreadful diseage which has 
stricken so many of the crew of the Brazilian 
corvette Oliveira, a Call reporter paid a visit 
yesterday to the United States e Hos- 
ital, where the cases are treated. Aftef. 
eaving the Point Labos road long stretches of 
dreary sandhills must be traversed, across 
which the ocean breezeg sweep in hurricanes, 
carrying the shifting sands and esursying tog 
banks in the direction of the great city, there 
to immerse San Franciscans ia their regular 
afternoon bath of sand and mist. The dusty 
path leads tortuously to Mountain Lake, be- 
yond which, under the lee of the hillside, 
streich the long, low-lying buildings of the 
hospital, gloomy enough, when seen through 
the veil of mist, to cast despair over the soul 
of the jolliest sea-dog whose fate 
it might be to be billeted upon the 
establishment. At the hospital eighteen 
seamen of the Oliveira are now lying; there 
were twenty-one, but three of the poor fel- 
lows have succumbed to the destroyer. Upon 
entering the ward one is struck with the 
strange and contradfetory appearance of the 
patients. Extended upon the narrow couch 
was a great swarthy individual, evidentl 
enjoy ing the best of health, with cheeks full, 
and, but for the short, quick breath, no one 
would suppose he beheidaman with any- 
thing ailiog him. Beside this one, and evi- 
dently tending him, sat a gaunt, hollow- 
cheeked man, mere skin and bones, the blear- 
ed eyes looking out from their sunken sockets 
with scarce a sign of intelligence. Strange as 
it may seem, this living skeleton, with appar- 
ently scafce strength enough to move, was 
convalescent so far as to be able to nurse his 
robust looking cémrade,who momentarily 
expected to expire. This disease, which 
resents so much strange anomaly, is of East 
ndia origin, being prevalent in some parts of 
India, the territorial range of its endemic 
prevsience being limited in a peculiar man- 


ner. 

It is met with mostly in Malabarand the 
coast of Ceylon, and is confined to a narrow 
belt between thirteenth and twentieth degrees 
of north latitude, and extending ne further 
inland than forty to sixty miles from the sea- 
board. Ithas been very frequent and fatal 
among the troeps, both European and native, 
that have been garrisoned at Ceylon. Beri-beri 
is very deadly, being the next most fatal dis- 
ease tochelora, averaging 26 per cent of 
deaths, but, fortunately, not epidemic. A 
residence of some trme is necessary before the 
disease can be developed, anditis supposed 
to be engendered by damp and moisture com- 
bined with cold. Sailors, soldiers and con- 
victs aremost subjecttothe malady. There 
were 240 mep aboard the Oliveira when she 
sailed from Brazil, where the beri-beri is un- 
known. She sailed on the 19th of November, 
1879, for Lisbon, where she remained fifty- 
two days; thence to Toulon, where thirty-five 
days were spent; thence to Suez, passing 
through the canal in April. A stop of three 
days was made at Aden and eight days at 
Ceylon during the month of May. Thence 
the Oliveira sailed to Singapore, remaining 
two days; thence to Hong Kong, to Yokoho- 
ma, whence she sailed on July 10 for this 
port. 

From the above it will be seen that a stop 
was made at the districts where the disease 
generates, and the fact that it has just devel- 
oped is in keeping with its usual symptoms. 
Eighteen seamen were transferred from the 
Brazilian man- of-war, on the 21st inst., to 
the hospital, one dying on the 22d and two 
more on the 23d. Of the remaining eighteen, 
several can not possibly recover. The cli- 
mate, together with good treatment, has 
aided materially in the alleviation of the suf- 
ferers. To the question as to whether pain 
was experienced by those affected by beri- 
beri,the attendant physician answered by 
touching the muscular part of the leg of one 
of the patients. Immediately the eyes dila - 
ted, the corners of the mouth were drawn 
down, the leg twitched convulsively—all tes- 
tifying to the sharp rheumatic pains of the 
muscles, stretched by the large amount of 
fluid in the blood. 

The dread disease makes itsadvances in an 
insidious manner, without any premonitory 
warning; atfirst an ennui or listlessness is 
followed by a dropsieal swelling. The con- 
nective tissue binding together the muscular 
fibres of the heart becomes loaded with fluid. 
The cavity surrounding the lungs likewise 
becomes surcharged with water, producing a 
difticult breathing, even the vessicles of the 
brain containing an increased amount of 
fluid, which is effused over the surface. The 
body becomes bloated as im dropsy, the ab- 
domen assuming immense proportions. The 
victim of this horrible disease, while present- 
ing a usually robust appearance, due to 
the unusual swelling, gradually loses 
power over his lower limbs, the breath comes 
in quick, short, laboring puffs, while a crush- 
ing weight is borne upon the brain, and the 
blood becomes thick, stagnant and ropy. 

Frequently, when the nisease has become 
seated, the advent of the fatal event is terrifi- 
cally rapid, the patient dying in from six to 
thirty-six hours, the victim expiring when 
the fatal moment arrives without so much as 
an indication of what is to happen. Some- 
times a patient will be talking and apparently 
improving, when suddenly, ina moment, he 
is gasping, his eyes protrude, the hands clutch 
wildly, and all is over. Even should recovery 
emsue. generally unpleasant consequences at- 
tend the disease. The intellect becomes 
clouded, the memory treacherous, and fre- 
quently fainting fits are experienced. 
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Frenchmen Preparing For War.

Occasionally a military attache has been con- 
nected with the legation, but he has always 
been an ernamental personage. Now that it 
is certain that a large staff of French officers 
is to be attached tothe legation during the 
winter, great interest is excited in political as 
well as social circles. These oflicers come 
here for the avowed purpose of 
investigating the cavalry branch of 
the American army. Our present cavalry 
force are not so formidable as to deserve spe- 
cial notice, but it is the system that is to be 
studied. Sheridan and other leaders in this 
branch of the service will be called upon to 

ve what aid they can in facilitating this stu- 

y. All this preparation, the politicians say, 
indicates a desire upon the part of France to 
have it out with Germany before long and 
avenge past humiliation. Each day France is 
becoming better and better prepared. Train- 
ed in adversity, France has surpassed Ger- 
many in real prosperity, and even now would 
make a formidable showing for a restoration 
ot the old Rhine border. 


Turkish Bath for Horses. 
From the New York Graphic. 

A novelty in the method of treating hors 
afflicted with rheumatism, influenza, pieurisy, 
filled legs, coughs, etc., has been established 
at a horse infirmary in thiscity. The animal 
receives a Turkish bath similar to those given 
human beings, and, it is claimed, with the 
same beneficial effect. The bath is a square 
room about ten feet by ten in size, the floor 
being of stone. A furnace capable of emit- 
ting an inteuse degree of heat is attached to 
the room, flues underneath the floor convey- 
ing it into the apartment. When the affl icted 
horse enters, ‘the temperature of the room is 
about ninety degrees Fahrenheit. Tue 
warmth is gradually inoreased until 140 
degrees ig reached.

ASSASSINATION. 


The Killing of Dr. Talbott at Mary. 
ville, Mo. 

Maryville Special to Chicago Times. 19ih. 
Our city was thrown into an intense excite. 
ment last night, at a late hour, by the an- 
nouncement of the fact that Dr. P. H. Tal. 
bott, editor and propfietor of the Greenback 
Standard, of this city, had been assassinated 
in cold biood in his own house by some un- 
known person. Early this morning the 
Times representative went tothe residence

Maryville Saturday evening at 6o0’clock, after 
which hour he departed for his house,which he 
reached safely, and there found a neighbor, a 
farmer, waiting for him to goand see a sick 
child. Thishe did, returning to his home 
about 90’clock. According to his son, Al- 
bert, aged twenty-four years, after coming 
home bis father went into the chamber where 
his mother was lying onthe bed, and after 
taking off his coat and vest sat down on the 
bed. Albert says he was at this time sitting 
by a window reading, with his arm resting 
on the window-sill, when, at the moment his 
father had his hand up to his side, a bullet, 
shot with terrible force from a gun from the 
outside of the buildmg, came whirling 
into the room. shattering the pane of glass, 

assing through a curtain, and thence strik- 
ing his father, first cutting off two of his 
fingers, and then passing into and entirely 
through his side, grazing the eg of Mrs. 
Talbout, and lodging in the wall beyond. Im- 
mediately upon being shot the Doctor sprang 
to the floor, and eried, Murder! I’m shot,“ 
and tried to reach a gun that was standing in 
the room. but could not do so, and fell back 
en the bed. The son says he grasped 
the gun and went to the door, when 
he heard hurried footsteps passing 
by the fromt of the house. He opened the 
door and saw a retreating form, at which he 
feed, but wihout effect. This is all the fam- 
ily appear to know of the matter, and no ciue 
to the perpetrator of this horrible crime can 
be had. Tue ball with which he was shot was 
afterward found, and weighed over an ounce. 

An hour before the death of the murdered 
man the Times correspendent went to his bed - 
side, where he found him suffering greatly, 
and gradually nearing death's door. He 
stated that it was for a man who 
had been laboring, as he had. 
for the past fifty-one days in conducting 
his paper, and who had been honored with a 
number of letters from the Greenback em- 
didate for Vice-President, to be thus shot 
down by a midnight assassin in his own 
house. He seemed to think at times that his 
murderer might have beensome agent of the 
Bankers“ Association, and in this connection 
it is only proper to remark that many believed 
his mind was not exactly sound on the green; 
back question. There are numerous theories 
regarding his deatb, but the generally re- 
ceived opinion is that some person with whom 
he hashad dealings and a falling out has 
committed the foul deed. No per- 
son believes politics had anything to do with 
the murder. Dr. Talbott was born and raised 
in Hocking county, Ohio, and moved to Nod- 
away county twenty-eight years ago. He 
amassed a fortune by the practice of medi- 
eine. and was considered an honorable man 
in all his dealings. He was a Greenback 
speaker and wiiter of considerable promi- 
newjce, and during the past two months has 
been editing his paper, the Greenback Stand- 
ard, which be has owned for a year past. 
Deceased leaves a wife and large family of 
children to mourn his loss. No effort will be 
* to bring the perpetrator of the damn- 
able deed to speedy justice.

Synopsis of the Report of the Law-

Judges Broadhead, Krum and Phillips 
Declare Oklahoma Public Land. 


* 


This evening there will be a meeting of 
citizens in Court Room No. 1, to near the re- 
port of the committee of attorneys appointed 
by a meeting held some time ago on the right 
of. immigration into the Indian Territory. 
Judges Jno. M. Krum, Broadhead 


ahd Phillips were the committtee. The re- 
port, prepared by Judge Krum, is a lengthy 
and learned document, and is favorable to the 
colonization of Oklahoma. The following is 
the report in substance: By an act of Con- 
gress, entitled An act to regulate the trade 
and intercourse with the Indian tribes 
and preserve peace on the _ fron- 
tiers,“ approved June 30, 1834, 
that portion of country west of the Missis- 
sippi River, and not within the States of Mis- 
souri and Louisiana, or the territory of Ar- 
kansas and also that portion east of the Mis- 
sissippi and not within any State, to which 
the Indiantitle has not been extinguished, 
shall be deemed Indian country. 
Soil, freehold and jurisdiction of 
the vast territory recognized as Indian 
country was not acquired from Indians. The 
United States acquired it by purchase from 
France. The Indians never had title or claim 
tothe country, and they are now simply 
occupants by permission and under contract 
of the United States. It is a prevalent error 
that Indians owned the country, 
simply because they occu pied 
it as hunting grounds at the time while civ- 
ilized people purchased and began settlement 
thereon. The Indians never did and do not 
now hold soil, freehold and jurisdiction, 
either in their tribal or other association, to 
any part of the country within the 
United States. The United States, 
through various agreements called treaties, 
ast igned certain tracts of lands to the various 
Indian tribes. Neither soil, freehold or fee 
of the land was granted, nor was the right to 
eccupy in perpetuity granted, nor could it 
be by the treaty makipg power. According to 
the law of nations, treaties can be made only 
between civilized peoples or nations. 

The President of the United States cannot 
sell or dispose of public lands by treaty. 
Congress alone has this power. The agree- 
ments mentioned, which cannot be ca led 
treatics, simply granted permission to the 
Indians to possess and cultivate the portions 
of country assigned toeach. They are sub- 
ordinate to the United States. 

There is no independent Indian Nation or 
Government. The United States is supreme 
in its boundaries, ana no foreign nation or 
government can or will be tolerated within it. 
The United States Government is practicaHy a 
self-constituted guardian over the In- 
dians. After the war other treaties or 
agreements were made with the Indians, who 
had advocated their rights by assisting in the 
rebellion. Under existing acts of Congress, 
persons are authorized to enter pre-emptions 
and homestead claims upon any lands not 
reserved or appropriated by the Govern- 
ment for other purposes. The settle- 
ment of these lands does not interfere 
with any policeregulations of the Govern- 
ment regarding the control of the Indians, 
and if there is such a regulation, which the 
committee has been unable to find, it is void 
for want of authority to make it, and would 
be a virtual repeal of the acts of Congress 
which autborize the establishment of pre- 
empticn snd homestead claims. 

These are some of the pointsof the report 
and are elaborately argued. It continues 
citing the objections already offered and those 
likely to be made and answers them all. The 
final conclusion is reached that Oklahoma is 
public land and comes within the provisions 
of the pre-emption and homestead laws 
governing public lands. The report advises 
the establishment of a United Siate District 
Court and public schools in the territory. 

After the reading ofthe report tbe matter 
will be discussed, and most probably ways 
and means will be advanced looking towards 
the immediate opening of Oklahoma Terri- 


tory.

At the recent fire on 
Chambers street, ali of their household fur- 
niture was burned, which left them without 
anything. Mrs. Koch supplies the family 
by washing, etc.

LUCY ADAMS, 
acolored woman, fifty-two years old, with 
three children, the youngest two years and 
the oldest eight years. The oldest child is 
now Verv sick, and the woman has to depend 
on her charitable neighbors for alls he gets to 
eat for herseif and family of helpless children.

MRS. MARY SMITH, 

at Fourteenth and Exchange streets. She has 
no one but herself and asks for assistance.
